LEADER BELIEVED SLAYER 


Hundreds Of People Pass Outside 
Unaware of Gigantic 


Robbery 


In one of the most audacious rob- 
beries in the criminal records of San 
Francisco, four ‘bandits yesterday se- 
cured jewelry valued at more than 
$100,000 from the store of the Hous- 
ton-Gilmore company, 298 Post street, 


at the corner of Stockton street. 


Tue loader: of the bandits, who 
went uietly and unhurriedly about 
their job while hundreds of jper- 


sons were passing, is believed by the 
police, ho have been Bill O’Conner, 
who has been hunted for the last 
six weeks as the slayer of James 
Blanton, notorious robber, who was 
found dead in his Larkin street apart- 
ment on May 9 last. 

The description of his ringleader 
in yesterday's holdup, the police say, 
answers in every way that of O’Con- 
nor. who also is suspected of having 
participated in the robbery of $15,447 


from R. W. Miller, cashier of the 
Oakland office of the Pacific Gas 
and Electric company, a week ago. 

The four bandits, cool, deliverate, 
well-dressei| men, armed with long- 


barreled revolvers of large calibre, 
gagged an? bound I. B. Gilmore, 6421 
Hillegas evenue, one of the proprite- 
tors, and Alzer McLean, 510 Clay-1 
ton street, San Francisco, an em- 
ploye. The victims were tied hand 
and foot. 

The robbery occurred shortly be- 
fore 9 o'clock, soon after McLean 


arrived to open the store. 

Hundreds of women and men were 
on the sidewalks of the busy corner, 
Post and Stockton streets, on the edge 
of Union Square, and were quite un- 
aware that the holdup was taking 
place. The news vendor on the 
corner, who sat on a box facing the 
store while the bandits were scoop- 
ing up their loot, was ignorant as 
any of the robbery.

Under an 
assumed name, Mrs. Hammond con- 
tracted marriage with Lassere, hav- 
ing already plotted his death. 

She struck Lassere with a car- 
penter’s hammer while they sat at 
the dinner table.

June 1st, is made in the agricultural 
appropriation jill signed by the Presi- 
dent on June 5. ‘The bill authorizes 
the secretary of agriculture to appor- 
tion to the state immediately the $75,- 
000,000 authorized by the post office 


apporpriation act of June LOR L922; 
and appropriates $13,000,000 to be im- 
mediately available in later appro- 
priations. The secretary slened the 
apportionment order June 6, and as 
a result there will be no interruption 
to federal aid road work, 


The apportionment is made to the 
state on the same basis as for pre- 
years, except Hawaii is for 
the first time admitted to a share, 
which is on the same basis as for 
the states. This had been provided 
for in an act of the present session 
of Congress. 


Since 1916 a total of $540,000,000 
has been made available by previous 
acts of Congress, and the bureau of 
public roads of the United States De- 
partmentof Agriculture, which admin- 
isters these funds, reports the status 
on May 31st as follows: 


Completed, 32,099 miles under con- 
struction, 17,000 miles: approved for 
construction, 2.518 miles, and $35,-: 
160126 available for new projects. 

Practically all of the old funds and 
the entire amount of the new funds 
have been or will be expended on the 
federal-aid highway system of the 
United States. This system provided 
for by the federal highway act of 
1921 consist, of approximately 170,- 
000 miles of road and has ‘been des- 
ignated by the states and approved 
by the federal government. At the 
beginning of the present year it was 
estimated that. 60.000 miles of the 
system had been surfaced,-about 8700 
miles graded, leaving 110,000 to be
